Royal Mail vows to press 
on with redevelopment 



SKATEBOARDERS and politicians enjoyed themselves on a new 
£250,000 skate park in Northampton. 

Radlands Plaza, in Midsummer Meadow, off Bedford Road, has 
been built as the result of a successful collaboration between 
Northampton Borough Council and the town's skating community. 


The new skate park, which is free to use, was designed by the 
Northampton Skate Park Action Group to offer something for 
skateboarders and BMX riders of every level of ability. The official 
opening on Saturday was attended by hundreds of skateboarders, 
as well as BMX and scooter riders and roller bladers. 


ROYAL Mail says it will still push 
ahead with plans to redevelop 
Northampton's former sorting office, 
despiteTesco pulling out. 

The supermarket firm announced that it 
had scrapped plans to convert the building 
in Barrack Road. The move came despite the 
development being due to be given planning 
permission by councillors this week. 

Royal Mail spokesman Heulyn Gwyn Dav¬ 
ies said: “We’re disappointed with this deci¬ 
sion. However we remain committed to con¬ 
tinue working with the council to ensure the 
Barrack Road site is developed for the benefit 
of Northampton and its residents.” 

Fears have been raised that the former 
Royal Mail sorting office in Barrack Road 
could stand empty for years. 

The supermarket giant had been in talks 
with Royal Mail to take over the abandoned 
Northampton building since the beginning 
of 2010. 

But just days before the development was 
due to be given planning permission by 
Northampton Borough Council, the company 
made the shock announcement that it was no 
longer interested in the scheme. 

It said: “Following detailed discussions 
with Royal Mail, we have decided not to pro¬ 
ceed as tenants for the proposed Barrack 
Road store. 

“We understand this news may be disap¬ 
pointing but were keen to announce our de¬ 
cision prior to the application being consid¬ 
ered by the council. 

“We will continue to serve our customers 
to the best of our ability from our existing 
stores across Northampton.” 

The news was met with shock by local poli¬ 
ticians.

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Sports pitch plan 
could impact on 
heritage site, fear 


HISTORIANS have revealed con¬ 
cerns about the impact proposed 
sports pitches off Eagle Drive 
could have on a "nationally sig¬ 
nificant heritage site" 

Cabinet members at Northampton 
Borough Council approved plans which 
could see the transfer of the land, off Ea¬ 
gle Drive, Delapre, as part of proposals to 
turn the fields into a sporting facility. 

The land could, in the future, be used 
by Northampton Saints as well as the 
Richard Butcher Memorial Fund, who 
initially approached the council to ask 
about whether the fields could be turned 
into a community football facility 
With the Saints looking to establish at 


least two training pitches at the site as 
well, the proposal has now attracted con¬ 
cern in Far Cotton and Delapre. 

No formal plans have been submitted 
to the council so far, despite political leaf¬ 
lets being delivered to homes in the area 
making claims to the contrary. 

Last week, cabinet members backed 
the proposed transfer of the coun¬ 
cil-owned land, with one caveat that 
they will seek to protect the Home 
Farm equestrian club, which has com¬ 
plained the move could put them out of 
business. The pony club currently uses 
the fields. 

However, the Battlefields Trust has 
now said developing the land without a 
full archaeological survey could destroy 


nationally important heritage. 

Battlefield Trust chairman, Frank 
Baldwin, said: “This will be more than 
painting a few white lines on the grass 
and will involve levelling and grading, 
stripping turf, constructing changing 
facilities, walkways and, no doubt, a car 
park.” 

He said the Battlefields Trust would 
now seek English Heritage support in op¬ 
posing any future planning application. 

Local Battlefield Trust representative, 
Mike Ingram, added: “The project at 
Delapre has the potential to realise the 
great tourist and educational asset that 
the battlefield provides for Northampton 
and we are keen to work with the council 
and other stakeholders to this end.” 


Parking fines top £5m mark 


PARKING tickets issued across North¬ 
amptonshire in the last five-and-a-half 
years have cost motorists an estimated 
£5.4 million, figures reveal. 

Responding to a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request, Northamptonshire County 
Council has revealed a team averaging 
less than 30 parking wardens have dished 
out 216,910 fines across the county since 
January 1, 2007. 

Based on each motorist paying £25 per 
fine - the cheapest penalty if the ticket 
is paid early - it means parking tickets 
have cost a staggering £5,422,750 since 
January 2007. 

In Northampton, an average of more 


than 30,000 tickets are handed out every 
year. 

In 2010-11, in Northampton alone 
35,479 drivers were issued with fixed pen¬ 
alty notices for parking on double yellow 
lines illegally. 

That figure fell to 32,481 in 2011-12. In 
the first three months of this year 6,632 
have been fined by parking wardens. 

It means about 650 people are be¬ 
ing fined for parking infringements in 
Northampton alone every week. 

Parking fines in Northamptonshire 
range from £50 to £75, depending on the 
infringement. If paid within 14 days the 
fine is then halved. 


A spokesman for the county council 
denied parking tickets made money for 
the authority. 

They said: “Effective parking enforce¬ 
ment is vital for both safety and traffic 
congestion reasons. 

“It keeps traffic moving, reduces dan¬ 
gerous and anti-social parking and im¬ 
proves access for emergency vehicles 
and public transport. 

“Money raised pays for the total costs 
of enforcing parking restrictions across 
the county. 

“If there is any surplus, then it is used 
to pay for highways or parking improve¬ 
ments.”

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SUMMER sunshine was 
enough to attract record 
crowds to Midsummer 
Meadow for this year's 
Dragon Boat Festival and 
to soak up some rays on 
the riverbank. 

Thousands of people lined the 
River Nene in the town to cheer 
on a total of 36 teams who en¬

He had the ability 
to see a solution to a problem 
and the persistence to make sure 
it was achieved.”

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Extradition fight could take weeks 


A LEADING extradition expert has 
revealed the fight to bring back 
murder suspect Anxiang Du from 
Morocco is likely to take "weeks, 
if not months" 

Both Northamptonshire Police and the 
Home Office have remained tight-lipped 
this week, as the battle to bring Du back 


to the UK to face questioning remains on¬ 
going. 

The case is currently being dealt with 
by officials in the Home Office. However, 
because there is no extradition treaty in 
place between the UK and Morocco a “spe¬ 
cial arrangement” must be made. 

Julian Knowles QC said extraditions 
between the two countries were “almost

unprecedented”. He said the 
case relied upon UK diplomats 
convincing their Moroccan 
counterparts of the need to ex¬ 
tradite Du. 

He said: “Extradition is made 
very difficult in the absence of a 
treaty and what they will be try¬ 
ing to do now is make a special 
arrangement with Morocco. The 
process will take some time, by 
which I mean weeks rather than 
months, and much will depend 
on the willingness of Morocco 
to co-operate.” 

Julian Knowles QC said said 
is would be possible but “diffi¬ 
cult” for Du to fight an extradi¬ 
tion process. 

He believed Du would be ex¬ 
tradited back to the UK eventu¬ 
ally but warned it could be a 
tricky process. 

He said: “The major task and 
the major challenge will be for 
the diplomats, rather than the 
Home Office, in terms of the 
persuasion and cajoling of Mo¬ 
rocco.

She has been sworn to se¬ 
crecy on the exact details of 
the performance, so her fam¬ 
ily have been kept guessing on 
her dance and the theme. 

She said: “It is really excit¬ 
ing. About a year-and-a-half 
ago there was an online ad¬ 


vertisement for performers 
for the opening ceremony. I 
put in for dancing and a few 
months later I heard I had an 
audition.” 

Friday the 13th may be un¬ 
lucky for some, but after sev¬ 
eral months of auditions, it 
was on that day in January 
Mrs Bunting found out she 
had been chosen for the open¬ 
ing ceremony. 

She said: “I was absolutely 
elated. We have been rehears¬ 
ing once or twice a week since 
April, and the Olympic Stadi¬ 
um has become a second home 
really. 

“It is a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity. They call it the 
greatest show on earth and I 
don’t think I will get a gig any 
bigger. 

“There will be 20,000 people 
watching the dress rehearsals 
but on the night there will be a 
live audience of 80,000.1 can’t 
quite get my head around it.

Water good idea 


A NEW charity has been 
launched to help bring the 
county’s historic canals and 
rivers back to the people of 
Northamptonshire. 

The Canal and River 
Trust was launched at Stoke 
Bruerne museum and pledged 
to transform the waterways 
network by working closely 
with communities. 

The charity is taking over 
from British Waterways and 
The Waterways Trust, both

It is now fully independ¬ 
ent and able to raise its own 
funds, but has also secured 
a 15-year deal with Defra to 
provide grants and financial 
stability. 

To celebrate its launch, the 
trust has unveiled its first ap¬ 
peal, 50 projects across the 
country to breathe new life 
into towpaths and riverbanks. 

In this region, the trust is 
aiming to raise money to help 
provide a habitat and shelter 
for water voles, butterfly habi¬ 
tats at Fenny Drayton and 
improvements at Marsworth 
Flight and Tring Reservoirs. 

Jeff Whyatt, senior gen¬ 
eral manager at South East 
Waterways Partnership, said: 
“It is a symbolic and signifi¬ 
cant chapter. I hope going for¬ 


ward people understand the 
magnitude of moving from a 
Government organisation to 
being a charitable trust. 

“Every time I speak to peo¬ 
ple I have to remind myself 
how much we will end up en¬ 
gaging with communities. 

“It is a different mindset. 
Now we can talk about how we 
can solve problems together, 
which is fundamental.” 

John Best, chairman of 
South East Waterways Part¬ 
nership, said: “It is very excit¬ 
ing. 

“The technical structure 
will remain the same. What 
is changing is the mentality 
and ethos of the organisation. 
It is going to be accountable 
to communities when it has 
been accountable to the Gov¬ 
ernment up to now. 

“It will put waterways 
much more on the radar of 
the community. All the way 
along the waterway system 
there are communities who 
want to get involved. There 
are so many different things 
the waterways can bring. 

“We are here to unlock all 
of that extra energy and inter¬ 
est.”

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Project goes 
county-wide 


AN award-winning project to get 
young people off the street is to 
be rolled out in Northampton af¬ 
ter successes elsewhere in the 
county. 

Jam in the Hood is being launched in 
the eastern districts of Northampton to¬ 
night, when 15 teenagers from across the 
area, all between the ages of 13 and 16, 
will work alongside police to do commu¬ 
nity work, learn about the force and gain 
qualifications. 

The teenagers have been selected hav¬ 
ing been recommended by schools, com¬ 
munity agencies and PCSOs and having 
gone through an interview process. 

Inspector Julie Mead, who leads the 
13-week project, said: “They will work as 
part of the police family. For some of the 
time they will be visiting the police heli¬ 
copter base, they will visit the dog unit, 


the firearms range and other things. 

“But for most of the time they will ac¬ 
tually be out in their own communities 
doing their own community volunteer¬ 
ing.” 

The aim of the project is to give young 
people a better understanding of how po¬ 
lice work. 

They will also work towards an AS- 
DAN accreditation in community vol¬ 
unteering and AQA qualifications in 
subjects including domestic abuse, anger 
management and hate crime. 

The project has seen successes in Cor¬ 
by and Kettering, and is now being run in 
both Northampton and Wellingborough.

Claim over walls 

HISTORIC walls in a conservation zone 
are being demolished despite advice from 
English Heritage, a councillor has claimed. 

South Northamptonshire Council’s 
development control committee has ap¬ 
proved plans to demolish walls within 
Moat Lane in Towcester, and Councillor 
Chris Lofts (Lib Dem, Towcester Brook) 
has criticised the decision. 

Councillor Lofts said Towcester and 
District History Society had spoken out 
against the demolition, as had Towces¬ 
ter Town Council. He said: “SNC ignored 
English Heritage, who explained it is 
usual for demolition of historic walls in 
conservation areas to be considered at the 
same time that plans for new buildings are 
looked at. 

“SNC has ignored custom and practice 
by mass clearance of many ancient fea¬ 
tures before they even know what is to re¬ 
place them. 

“I believe we should have listened to 
English Heritage. Once full details of 
what’s being proposed are provided, coun¬ 
cillors would have been in a better position 
to judge if the loss of some or all of these 
structures would be justified.”

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Jobs boost could 
be in the pipeline 


UP to 50 new jobs could be created 
in Northampton if two retailers are al¬ 
lowed to take over an empty DIY 
superstore. 

The Focus store in Billing Brook Road, Weston Favell, 
closed in June last year. 

Ithassincebeentargetedbyvandalsand,onanumberof 
occasions, travellers have set up camps in the former 
store’s car park. 

Plans have now been revealed by the site’s owners, 
the Church of England Property Fund, to convert the 
building into two separate stores. 

The move would see half the former Focus shop 
turned into an Iceland supermarket while the other 
half would become a branch of budget homeware firm, 
B&M Retail. 

In documents submitted to Northampton Borough 
Council on behalf of the Church of England Property 
Fund, planning experts Signet Planning, said the de¬ 
velopment would both bring the now empty Focus unit 
back into use and provide a jobs boost for Northampton. 

The firm said: “The proposal introduces two leading 
national retailers to Weston Favell and represents im¬ 
portant new investment which would result in the crea¬ 
tion of some 50 new jobs.” 

Discussing the condition of the current building, the 
company added: 

“The site is run¬ 
down and is cur¬ 
rently suffering 
from dereliction, 
graffiti and vandal¬ 
ism and significant¬ 
ly detracts from the 
local environment, 
in particular the 
vitality and viabil¬ 
ity of the Weston 
Favell Centre.” 

Officials from 
Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council will 
consider the plans 
over the coming 
months to decide 
whether or not 
the development 
should be given the 
go-ahead. 

A total of 78 peo¬ 
ple across North¬ 
amptonshire lost 
their jobs when ad¬ 
ministrators Ernst 
& Young failed to 
find a buyer for 
the four Focus DIY 
stores in the county. 

The DIY firm had 
struggled in recent 
years against tough 
competition from 
rivals B&Q and 
Wickes.

Town stalwart opts 
for Wolves switch 


SEAN PARRISH has left the 
Cobblers to take up a position 
as a youth coach at npower 
Championship club Wolver¬ 
hampton Wanderers. 

Parrish was involved with the 
Town squad for the final time at Steel 
Park on Saturday, doing his matchday 
duties as the Cobblers lost the pre¬ 
season friendly 2-1. 

The squad gave the 40-year-old a 
warm send-off following the game, 
and Parrish undertook his first day 
of work at Wolves on Monday 

“We are sorry to see Sean go but 
this is a terrific opportunity for him,” 
said boss Aidy Boothroyd. 


“Sean has been commuting from 
his Shropshire home for the last few 
years and as well as giving him the 
chance to work for a club who were 
in the Premier League a few months 
ago, this move means he will also be 
closer to his family 

“We wish Sean well at his new club 
and thank him for the many years 
service he has offered Northampton 
Town in various roles.” 

Trevor Gould has taken on the role 
of Academy Manager at Sixfields, 
while Ray Warburton is the youth 
coach. 

This is the second time Parrish has 
left the Cobblers, as he was a player at 
Sixfields between 1996 and 2000. 


Parrish made 114 starts for Town, 
scoring 16 goals, with his most fa¬ 
mous strike being the wonder goal 
scored in the 1-0 play-off semi-final 
win at Cardiff City in 1997. 

Parrish was a key midfielder as Ian 
Atkins’ men went on to beat Swansea 
City at Wembley in the final, but he 
was also part of the squad relegated 
in 1999, before bouncing back with 
promotion under Kevin Wilson 12 
months later. 

He rejoined club as a youth 
coach when Ian Sampson took up the 
reins as the first team manager in 
2010. 

Parrish helped out with the first 
team when Sampson was still in 


charge, and under Boothroyd had 
progressed to regularly working with 
the first team alongside the manager, 
his assistant Andy King and goal¬ 
keeping coach Tim Flowers. 

At Wolves Parrish will be a sup¬ 
port coach in the youth development 
team, working with the club’s 17 to 21- 
year-olds, and will be working along¬ 
side former Peterborough United 
player and Walsall manager Mick 
Halsall. 

The Academy manager at Mo- 
lineux is Kevin Thelwell, who was 
director of coach education at the 
Football Association of Wales when 
Parrish did his coaching badges with 
them. 


GERRIT-JAN VAN VELZE is aim¬ 
ing to become the latest in a long 
line of Saints players to achieve 
international recognition. 

The 24-year-old moved to North¬ 
ampton from Super Rugby side 
Blue Bulls this summer, looking 
to ‘prove a point’ in the Aviva Pre¬ 
miership. 

He knows if he can make a big 
impression, just as former Bulls 
team-mate Juandre Kruger did at 
Saints, he could earn a call-up to 
the South Africa squad. 

Jim Mallinder has a habit of 
steering players into interna¬ 
tional set-ups, with the likes of 
Ben Foden, Chris Ashton and Lee 
Dickson flourishing under his tui¬ 
tion. 

And Van Velze is now looking to 
learn from those players during 
pre-season training and beyond 
as he bids to earn a place in the 
future Springboks sides. 

“With Nick (Johnston) training 
the guys and Jim, the guys are at 
such a high level,” said the former 
South Africa schools captain. 

“They produce so many inter¬ 
national rugby players and it’s 
easier just to follow them. You’ve 
got blokes you can look up to and 
work as hard as they do. 

“It’s a new challenge for me so 
I’ve got to prove a point.” 

Van Velze says it took him a 
‘medium’ amount of time to mull 
over the offer from Saints and de¬ 
cide to move to England. 

But he believes the switch can 
only be good for him as he feels 
the Premiership will be a level 
up on Super Rugby and the Cur¬ 
rie Cup, which he was previously 
playing in. 

“I wouldn’t say it was quite 
long, it was a medium decision to 
make,” said van Velze. 

“I’ve got a missus back home 
who is in her final year in medi¬ 
cine so it’s difficult for her that 
she has to finish her studies and 
I’m coming over on my own. 

“That made it a bit more diffi¬ 
cult but in terms of moving.”
